lowest for a municipal election 
in many years, re-elected 
David R. Ahouse to the school 
committee for a three year 
term with a resounding 3,246 
vote, and also placed James 
Booth, retired director of the 
regional vocational school, 
back in operation there with a 
117-vote victory over Jolin P. 
Childs. 

When the computer vote was 
completed and posted in the 
town hall lobby early Monday 
night, Finn had a four vote 
margin. Later, with the inclu- 
sion of the 11 absentee ballots, 
the lead was cut to two votes. 

What steps will be taken in 
the event that a recount is re- 
quested is still to be deter- 
mined. Town Clerk Elden R. 
Salter said he would take action 
when and if the recount 
petitions are filed. 

A candidate must state 
specific reasons for requesting 
a recount. 

The Kolaski home on 
Carisbrooke street has ben 
flooded with telephone calls 
since the final tabulations were 
received asking whether he 
would seek a recount. 

The decision is being weighed 
at the moment. Kolaski has ten 
days from last Monday in which 
to make a decision. 

Finn appeared at town hall 
Monday night to check the final 
totals. Congratulated and asked 
how he felt, Finn responded, ‘‘a 
little nervous’’. At that point 
the winning margin was four 
and he stayed on to see it drop 
to two after the absentee 
ballots were included and the 
totals announced by the town 
clerk.

Close elections during the 
past several years which 
resulted in recounts being 
called failed to alter the 
originally designated 
winner. 

Monday’s election, which 
resulted in a two-vote vic- 
tory for Joseph Finn over 
Casimir Kolaski, is the first 
vote to be close enough for a 
recount since the inception 
of computer style voting. 

But in 1959 and 1962, close 
races for selectmen and

2833 to 2844. In the recount of 
hand counted ballots, 
White’s margin was reduced 
to five votes, but Stewart 
remained the victor. 

In 1962, Vincent P. Davey 
was elected to the school 
committee by a seven-vote 
margin over Mrs. Reta 
Buchan, 2337 to 2330. In the 
recount, the Davey margin 
increased to ten votes, 2345 
to 2335.

Stunned Finn Trying 
To Shed The Labels 


Joe Finn, a self-proclaimed 
moderate ‘‘with conservative 
leanings,” will be the lone new- 
comer to the school committee 
when it reorganizes Tuesday. 

Still stunned by his narrow 
two-vote victory, Finn asked 
this week that people give him 
a chance to ‘‘show his wares” 
and not prejudge him because 
he is more conservative. 

Instead, he said, he is hoping 
for a new atmosphere ‘‘of har- 
mony and good will.”’ 

Finn said all of his oppo- 
nents this year said they were ‘‘ 
moderates’’ but were liberal- 
leaning. He said he thinks he 
can be open to all views, and re- 
sist extreme factors of the con- 
servative side. 

“If people thought I was 
radical,’’ he said, ‘‘I probably 
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wouldn’t have won.”’ 

He said he made it clear 
when he entered the race that 
he would be his own man and 
call his own shots. 

While he had received sup- 
port of some so-called ‘‘conser- 
vatives,’’ Finn said the 
common thread running among 
all of his supporters was an in- 
terest in a strong traditional 
program in September. 

He restated a campaign 
theme that the open classroom 
does have merit for the right 
students, and thathe would do 
anything he could to strengthen 
that program. 

He said he felt the ‘‘compe- 
tition’ of the traditional alter- 
native might even be good for 
the open concept, making it 
“try harder.”’ 

He got into the race in the 
beginning, Finn went on, be- 
cause of his interest in tradi- 
tional, which he felt would be 
better for his son Jonathan, 
now a kindergartner — not be- 
cause he wanted ‘“‘to knock the 
open classroom out of the pic- 
ture.”’ 

Finn said he and his wife 
Carol like the Town to which 
they moved from Medford four 
years ago, and didn’t want to

ABC Houses *“‘Home” To 


Carl Bovay, resident direc- 
tor of the young men’s ABC 
House on Main Street, apolo- 
gizes for using the word ‘‘fam- 
ily” over and over. 

But afterall, he says, ‘‘that’s 
what we are’’ — and a large 
one at that. 


The Bovays are ‘‘resident 
family,” as they prefer it, for 
10 teenage boys in Andover’s A 
Better Chance program. 

While they live in their own 
separate apartment in the big 
house at Number 134, their 
door is always open. After all, 
Bovay Says, ‘‘we’re surrogate 
parents, 24 hours a day,’’ and 
his wife Lucille worries over 
the young men’s sniffles as 
much as she does her daughter 
Carla’s. (Carla is an Andover 
High senior whose idea it was 
for the Bovays to get involved 
in ABC in the first place, and 
who often acts as a catalyst be- 
tween the boys and the commu- 
nity.) 

This is the ninth year for the 
ABC men here, and not far 
away, at 64 Bartlett Street, 
seven young women are in

thetwo-year-old distaff side of 
the program. They live with

The ABC youths — most of 
them black, some Puerto Rican 
— were brought to Andover as 
sophomores, in order that they 
might have ‘‘a better chance’’ 
for an education that would 
help them get ahead in college 
and in life. Generally from low- 
income families, but academi- 
cally talented, they take a full 
load of courses at Andover 
High, and most of them end up 
on the honor roll. 

College acceptances are 
rolling in for this year’s seniors 
— the three senior boys have so 
far received seven from 17 ap- 
plications. 

In addition to their class 

time, the youths are active in 
many clubs and sports, com- 
munity theatre, service activi- 
ties. They come back for dinner 
at 5:30, and then spend three 
hours every school night study- 
ing. 
The boys call their house a 
“dorm,’’ Bovay says, “but 
every once in a while one of 
them slips and says, ‘I’m going 
home,’ and that’s a positive 
thing.” 

In fact, Bovay says, one of 
the purposes of having them all 
live together is so they’ll al- 
ways have a place to come 
back to, to their peers and their 
own culture. 

“We’re not trying to turn 
black kids white,” he goes on.

While the men’s house is 
without resident tutors at the 
moment, they do have a library 
and a lot of resource material 
on black heritage. The library 
facilities at Phillips Academy 
are also open to ABC students. 

The students do all their 
own housekeeping and laundry, 
and Lucille Bovay says the 
boys are so good at the ironing 
board ‘‘you can almost cut your 
hand on the creases of their 
pants.”’ 

The breakfast pantry is 
spotless before they leave for 
school in the morning, and they 
clean up the kitchen at night, 
though a cook comes in to pre- 
pare the food. The girls join 
them for dinner four nights a 
week and the Bovays insist 
they find dinner for 30 ‘‘enjoya- 
ble.’’ In any case it’s a small 
group compared tu the 1,000 or 
so boys the Bovays have eaten 
with at summer Boy Scout 
camps. (Bovay is a regional 
Scout execu tive.) 

On Wednesday nights for 

dinner, and one weekend a 
month, the ABC students go to 
the homes of their ‘‘host fami- 
lies.”’ - 
These families ‘‘adopt’’ an 
ABC student for the three 
years he or she will be here, 
providing transportation, 
friendship, and the like. 

ABC sends the youths home 
for one school vacation during 
the year, and they usually stay 
the others with their host fami- 
lies.

A Shameful Turnout 


Someone asked what was meant by the continued 
commentary about voter apathy, and its effect on ef- 
fective municipal administration. 

Nothing could be more of an example, and one 
smacking of perfection, than the voter turnout on Mon- 
day. 

Searching for an answer as to why the response of 
the voters to the annual town election was so small, 
seems futile. 

In past years some reasoning could be attributed to 
weather conditions, or a small field of candidates. 

This year, Monday dawned beautifully and warmer 
temperatures later in the day, left little reason to re- 
main away from the polls. 

As for the candidate turnout, there hasn’t been so 
much interest in municipal office in Andover for many 
years to our recollection. 

Last year town meeting moved to make the annual 
election more inviting by removing the possibility of 
bad weather. Traditionally, the election was the first 
Monday in March. It was felt that moving the date to a 
later time in the month, would be conducive to good 
voter turnout. 

Obviously the change in date didn’t help matters. 
The turnout a year ago was much better, with less can- 
didates and moderately good weather. 

There was commentary that election are generally 
reserved for Tuesdays. 

- What difference should that make. Andover’s town 
election has been on Monday from time immemorial, 
dating back to the days when farmers saddled up their 
wagons on a Monday morning,. voted, attended town 
meet in the afternoon and went back to the farm. 

Today, with all sorts of modern conveyance, the vot- 
ers can’t get to the polls at all, apparently, regardless 
of the day. 

There was ample publicity and paid advertising 
making known the day and polling hours of the election, 


still no response. 

The candidates held coffee sessions, attended meet- 
ings, knocked on doors, made every effort to impress 
people with their qualifications and desire to serve. 

Still, no response to speak of. 

The candidates this year, were addorded a tremen- 
dous disservice by the Andover electorate in general. 

Regardless of one’s particular choice, as far as indi- 
vidual office is concerned, for the effort they put into 


the campaign, they were rightfully entitled toa proper _ 


decision, rendered by a large majority of the eligible 
voters in Andover. : 

As far as we can see, the solid supporters of the indi- 
vidual candidates did their part to the best of their abil- 
ity. The town’s senior citizens responded well totheir 
duties, per usual. The young people , who for years 
cried for the right to vote, along with other privileges, 
stayed away in large numbers as has been custom. 

Bascially it all comes down to the fact that Monday’s 
election was a shameful commentary on the attention 
that Andover voters give to their government, as well 
as rewarding those willing to serve and place them- 
selves before the public for a choice. 


The candidates deserved better, and Andover, as a 
community, warrants more attention that a 38 per cent 
voter turnout to select own municipal leadership. 

The victors, we extend our congratulations for their 
efforts. ae 

To those who didn’t make it this time, we would sug- 
gest they consider municipal office again in another 
year. : Ds

It has come to my attention 
that the Andover ‘‘Fin-Com’’ is 
recommending withdrawal of fi- 
nancial support for the Greater 
Lawrence Mental Health Center. 
As a Licensed Psychologist in 
private practice and a concerned 
member of this community, I 
would like to urge a re-evalua- 
tion of that position. 

In the past few years, there 
has been a radical difference in 
the way society views mental 
health services. In the not too 
distant past, individuals were 
held solely responsible for any 
personal problems that might 
arise. I believe this position has 
and will continue to change. No 
longer is someone considered 
“crazy” or ‘‘a nut’”’ when they 
seek professional help for prob- 
lems that so very often are a re- 
flection of the demands of living 
in such a challenging and chang- 
ing world. 

Because the Massachusetts 
State Legislature recognized the 
importance of providing mental 
health services, a law is now in 
effect which states that all insur- 
ance coverage must include out- 
patient psychological and psychi- 
atric consultation. Many individ- 
uals are presently covered by

insurance carriers either on 
their own or through their em- 
ployer and can seek out the ser- 
vices of a _ psychologist or 
psychiatrist of their choice when 
personal problems areise. How- 
ever, there is a segment of our 
community who have neither the 
insurance or personal resources 
to seek private professional help. 
It is at this point that the Mental 
Health Center provides a most 
needed and valuable service for 
all of us. Additionally, they offer 
services to minority groups, the 
elderly, other community orga- 
nizations, etc. that are not pres- 
ently available through the 
private sector. 

Because of community sup- 
port, the State makes available 
to the Mental Health Center. 
large amounts of money for sala- 
ries and operating expenses 
which otherwise would be lost to 
our community. It is my opinion 
that in these difficult times it is 
more important than ever for 
Andover to work with our neigh- 
boring communities for the ben- 
efit of all of us. I therefore urge 
all of us to support the Greater 
Lawrence Mental Health Center.

Instead, the cherry sheets 
show Andover receiving $820,- 
000 


Another major factor is the 
decision of Gov. Dukakis to put 
back in the state budget $18.5 
million for highways and 
transportation costs to com- 
munities outside the MBTA dis- 
trict. 

This results in a pickup of 
$280,000 for Andover. 

The Big Money game and 
beano were also kind to An- 
dover, in that it has produced 
$121,000 in anticipated revenue 
to the town this year, instead of 
the $85,000 the town was given 
to believe it would receive from 
this source. 

On the expense side of the 


ledger, Andover also had some 
gains in that it will cost only
